Peltier was former chief of the bu- 


reau of pardons at the ministry of jus- 
tice, but had been in ill-health for 
some time. He was a man of consid- 
erable wealth. He was found stran- 
gled in a chair in his library, 


The nurse's body lay in 
another 


room., where she had been hacked to 
pieces with an axe. An investigation 
by the police of the young woman's 
past has given rise to the theory that 
she and the murderer were associated 
with the. "demon chauffeur," Bonnot, 
and his gang. It is thought she ad- 
mitted the murderer to the house and 
he, after strangling Peltier, made an 
end of the sole , witness. About $1000 
in cash was stolen.

While Brooding Over Mar- 


ital Quarrel.

RICHMOND, Feb. 
5.—The 
bodv of 


>laude Tussmg. a well-known employe of 
the Standard Oil refinery here, was found 
ast night at S o'clock by his sister. Mrs. 
Flora Jacobs, and his brother Charles 
Tusslng, both re-sklents of Oakland, who 
lad come her* to visit him. The body 
!Sy on tha bed In the man's room In a 
pool of blood, and a revolver grasped In 
the death grip of his right hand dis- 
closed the cause of the tragedy. 


By the side of Tussing were the clothes 


of his year-old baby and a family album 
open at the pictures of his wife and child. 
Tho suicide must have occurred some 
lime Sunday night, tiut nothing was 
known of it until last night, when tho 
man's brother and sister uama here from 
Oakland to spend the evening with him. 


The brother rushed out and aroused the 


neighbors, who telephoned the police and 
coroner, and the body was removed to 
the Smallwood undertaking parlors. The 
sister fainted and restoratives had to bo 
applied. 
She was completely unnerved 


and was later taken back to her home in 
Oakland. 


Tusslng had been employed for some 


time as an expert pipe-fitter by the 
Standard, Oil Company and resided here 
in a little cottage with, his young wife 
and two small children until December, 
when domestic troubles brought about a 
separation between himself and wife and 
she went back to Iier parents at Fresno, 
taking the children with her. 


RECONCILIATION FAILS. 


Tussiiicr made a trip last week to Fres- 


no in an effort to bring about a recon- 
ciliation between himself and family, but 
the wife refused to return and since then 
he has been melancholy. 


Tusslng was 26 years old and as far 


as known was of good habits, always 
being either at his work or home. He 
was last seen Sunday, when he visited 
his brother and sister at Oakland and 
told them he had made 
arrangements 


with the company to be transferred to 
San Francisco. 
His relatives came out 


to help pack up his belongings for the 
move. The revolver was a 32-calibre and 
only one shot had been fired. A box of 
cartridges were on the bed by the body. 
The man had removed his coat and shoes 
and evidently made preparations to take 
his life deliberately. 
Physicians state 


the man had been dead from 24 to 48 
hours when found last night. A father, 
brother and 'sister, wife and two chil- 
dren, one 2 years old and the other less 
than a year, survive him. A telegram an- 
nouncing the suicide was at once dis- 
patched to the wife at Fresno. No ar- 
rangements for the funeral have been 
made as yet.

T/je Era of Demagogy. 


la a recent address at Philadelphia former Senator Joseph W. 


Bailey of Texas made some statements worthy of more than 
passing attention. Discussing the extravagances of reform, or 
•what passes for reform, he remarked that people were forgetting 
fiat it is the business of the people to support the government 
and taking up the notion that it is the duty of the government to 
support the people. This statement is so concise an analysis of 
existing conditions that we quote it: 


"For years the presence and power of the boss deterred you 


from that participation in politics which every good citizen' ought 
to take, and now that the boss is disappearing the demagogue 
drives you from your proper place in the councils of your party 
and your state. Instead of permitting either the boss or dema- 
gogue to drive you out of politics, it is your duty to drive them 
out of politics; and that would be easy enough if you take a proper 
interest in public affairs." 


A study of the bills presented at the present-session of the 


California Legislature, and of the tenor and character of the 
'speeches delivered, will give point and pungency to Mr. Bailey's 
remarks. 


We see demagogues trying to out-demagog each other, and 


government reduced to the status of a prying busybody and a 
universal caretaker for everybody's business. The activities of 
the people are becoming enmeshed in a network of hobbles and 
restrictions, and hampered by all ports of absurd laws and regu- 
lations devised by empirics to prevent somebody from doing some- 
thing rather than freeing legitimate endeavor from unnecessary 
incumbrances. 


The machinery of government is thus made more complex 


and oppressive, and what is even worse, more expensive. In all 
this hodge-podge of legislation the cost of government is mount- 
ing up at an extraordinary rate and office-holders are multiplied 
beyond computation. 


It is the day of the demagogue. There is a mad desire for 


change, and startling suggestions are made with such rapidity 
that they cease to startle and scarcely excite protest. The na- 
tional judgment seems to have lost its balance wheel, hence the 
political machinery is running like mad with no one to guide it 
intelligently. Repose and stability are the last things looked for 
or longed for, and political activities have very much the appear- 
ance of a continuous vaudeville in w'Eich the craziest stunts get 
the most applause. 


The day of the horse is not done yet. While the number of 


food animals in the United States decreased in 1911, the number 
of horses and mules increased. Horses increased by 58,000 and 
mules by 24,000. The automobile has not superseded the horse 
on the farm, but it is fast superseding him as a draught animal 
in'the cities.

The Story of a Dead Dog. 


This morning there was lying on Webster street, only a block 


away from the Hotel Oakland, a dog that had been killed by an 
officer of the humane society Saturday afternoon and left lying 
in the gutter. Impelled, perhaps, by consideration for the dead, 
the officer covered the corpse with a piece of gunny sack and al- 
lowed the deceased canine to rest undisturbed. And there it re- 
mained for three days. It may be there.yet unless the odor of 
coming events has roused the residents of the neighborhood to 
action or protest.

Uskub, Monastir and Salonika are in the 
hands of the allies, and the Greek fleet has the Dardanelles 
blocked up: The allies may be kept out of Constantinople'indefi- 
nitely, but the Baikan peninsula is lost to tne Sultan. All that is 
left of Turkey in Europe is the small strip of territory lying along 
theBosphorus, the sea of Marmora and the Dardanelles, embracing 
aa area of less than 2000 square miles. As a military power 
Turkey has ceased to exist. Except as a bone of contention, she no 
longer figures in European politics; but her last remaining pos- 
gftwion in Europe is a key of such vast political and commercial 
importance that it may involve Europe in a general war. It is a

APPLAUSE OF SILENCE 


The Works Amendment. 


The Works amendment to the Federal Constitution limiting 


tenure in the Presidential office to a single term of six years was 
given a personal tinge in the Senate debate by the adherents of 
Colonel Roosevelt, who insisted that the amendment is aimed at 
the African hunter. Of course it is in a sense aimed at Colonel 
Roosevelt, but it is also aimed at all others like him. It is no 
more directed at him than it is directed at President Taft and 
President-elect Wilson and all Presidents who come after them. 


If our Constitution is to be made to fit the case o£ Theodore 


Roosevelt we might as well declare Colonel Roosevelt the Consti- 
tution and decree that the government shall perish with him. 


The Works amendment should be viewed on its merits with- 


out regard to the feelings and ambitions of ex-Presidents. If 
it be wise to limit the Presidential tenure to one term, it should 
be done without reference to its effect on any individual. Colonel 
Roosevelt has said that custom has wisely limited the President 
to two four-year terms; nevertheless, he attempted-to seek a third 
one, and it is evident from the attitude of his followers that he 
intends to again seek another term. 


If the amendment was designed merely to raise a constitu- 


tional barrier to the Colonel's mounting ambition, it would be 
merely a measure of temporary expediency. We do not so regard 
it. In our opinion the government will be made more stable and 
efficient by making the wise custom •vsrhich Colonel Roosevelt so 
unreservedly endorsed in 1904 a provision of the organic law, and 
put an end to all attempts to override it in future. 


Roosevelt's desire for a third term hampered and harassed 


President Taft during his whole administration and has kept the 
country in political turmoil for more than two years. The Colonel 
not only wants another term, but he wants increased powers. 


His attitude and demands emphasize the necessity for erect- 


ing a barrier against the trend toward a dictatorship, life tenure 
and the subordination of the legislative and judicial branches of 
the government to the executive. By insisting that the amend- 
ment is a matter personal to Colonel Roosevelt, the adherents of 
the Colonel have focussed attention on the political designs of 
that gentleman and the menace to the peace and safety of the 
republic which his course and those who may hereafter emulate 
him present.

Caring for School Children 


By LILLIAN RUSSELL

HE importance of caring for the eyes and teeth of' 
the human race is a great problem. Many children 
grow up to be citizens of this country unable to 
see the beauties of life, or more serious still, un- 
able to make a living for themselves, for having 
been neglected in childhood. Since women have a 


voice in the government at least one state has taken up the 
cause and a clinic has been formed in each city in California 
by the Parent Teacher Association's Federation. Fourteen 
hundred school children in Los Angeles, all of whom have been 
examined by the school physicians and given cards showing 
they needed treatment, were cared for by the hospital clinic. 
Nearly as many more have been cared for during the last six 
months. And the demand for such assistance is increasing as 
the school population grows. Five hundred of the children 
who went to the clinic last year required dental treatment. 
Four hundred had defective eyesight or other eye troubles. 
Two hundred were furnished with glasses. These glasses 
were in the majority of cases given without expense to the 
child. Wherever jt is found, however, that the parents are 
able to make some small payment for the supplies or treatment 
a small charge is made. As, for instance, where the clinic 
paid $2 for glasses, the child's parents were charged 25 cents. 


The clinic, like the penny kitchen for the poor school chil- 


dren, which is a marvelous charity in itself, has been part of 
the work of the Congress of Mothers. The P. T. A. Federation 
is an aid for increasing the physical and mental efficiency of 
children and assisting the school board in making effective 
the examinations and suggestions of the school physicians. 
Such a congress of mothers is a great tribute to suffrage. To 
what ends women will go to benefit the human race is only 
measured by the power which is given them. Such a congress 
of mothers should be and must be held in every state and city 
in this country. Think of what a race we will be in a few 
years hence! Sickness and disease will be minimized to a 
fraction when mothers have power equal to their offspring. It 
is in the power of mothers to make or mar humanity. But 
with such power as the Parent Teacher Association holds the 
country is safe. Remember, prejudice a mother and her chil- 
dren will be inadequate.

Walker made the motion and it 
was lost on a tie vote. 


As a. prelude to his 
motion Walker 


stated that his reason In making the 
proposition was on account of a great 
deal of comment that had been made on 
the proposal to lease the property at such 
a nominal tigure. Hammond sooke to 
the question and declared the motion was 
a good one_not only for the reason men- 
tioned but "to show that no councilman 
was interested in who sot the property." 


Council President Bullock was in the

feet of deep water frontage on the har- 
bor and has a depth of 300 feet with a 
street projected alon* its inland harbor,

James J. Corbott, former heavyweight 


champion -and tho greatest exponent of 
the manly art which California ever pro- 
duced, arrived In Oakland shortly after 
noon today and was welcomed with a 
brossband and a crowd or his personal 
friends and admirers. 
Tonight tho former champion will open 
a four-day engagement at the Broadway 
theater, passing out a clever monologue 
which shows that he Is now as much at 
home in the world of footlights as hs uaod 
to be In tho squared circle.

Forty or fifty Oakland sportsmen wcro 
on hand to greet Corbett this afternoon, 
and he found so many friends and old- 
time acquaintances (hat his arrival In 
Oakland, ns he expressed it, was prac- 
tically a homo-coming. 
Jim Is' still loyal to San Francisco, the 
city ot his birth, and was deeply gratified 
to find that Oakland appreciated his com- 
ing hero flist, and was resolved to mako 
the former hero foel as much at home 
here as In San Francisco, 
"I had a hard time with It last summer 
when I was stricken with appendicitis," 
said Corbett, "a.nd for awhile the doctors 
gave me up, but I 
managed to pull 
through with my usual luck and now I 
am only ten pounds under my normal 
weight and getting 
my 
old strength 
back." 
Of course everybody wanted to know 
what Corbett thought of 
the modern 
pugilists, and the status of the sport, and

"Evor since tho Reno affair," explained 
tho ex-champion, "I have sort or fallen 
out ot touch with the gamt, though I

that it li far from being on He last legs. 
In fact, you mark my words, thero will 
be a revival of boxing soon all ovor tho 
United States, Just as It is being taken 
up In Europe. 
"It Is probable that the day of the long 
distance bouts aro over, "bocauso I do not 
think tho modern pugilist has the stam- 
ina of tho old-timers. Thn boslng gamo 


has flourished In New York under the 
jurisdiction of the state commission, and 
I rail to sea why it should not ba a suc- 
cess out liera also." 


Corbett is ono or tho few heroes ot tha 
ring whoso popularity has not waned with' 
the passing years. Ho is more of a fa- 
vorite now than at any time In his life.

WITH ANNUAL CAMPUS RALLY 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, Feb. 


E.—The 1913 track season at the Uni- 
versity of California- was officially launch- 
'ed this afternoon -with the annual rally of 
.the track: enthusiasts in the auditorium, 
jof the Chemistry building on the campus. 
•The real commencement of acave training 
icannot take place until the middle of next 
•week, on account of the yet incompleted 
•repairs which nave been going on for a. 
month past at the Berkeley cinder path. 
;The resurfacing of the track is now prac- 
"tically complete, however, and another ap-" 
(plication of the roller will put it in ex- 
cellent shape for the busy season which is 
•ahead, 
The speakers at today's rally Included 
'professor George C. Edwards of the unl- 
iverslty faculty, whc for years has been 
[one of the strongest supporters of track 
athletics in California; Trainers Walter 
Christie and Charlie Volz, Captain Harry 
fWood, Fred Allen. Olympic broad jumper 
land president o£ the Big C society, and 
jpractcally every one of last year's East- 
Jem track team. 


All" the speakers pointed out the well- 
Jcnown necessity for strict obedience to 
[training rules and thoughtful conscientl- 
,ous practice In the various events on the 
'track and field program. Freshmen candi- 
dates for track, will be. excused from in- 
door gymnasium work on the 15th of Feb- 
ruary, and all were urged to devote close 
»tt«ntion to the rules of training from 
the present time on. 
The return to the university of Earl 
Crabbe, the 'varsity two-miler, has caused 
a. rise in California stock. Crabbe captured 
the long run In the intercollegiate meet 
•with Stanford a. year ago and IE looked 
upon as a likely winner this season. He 
Bid not register in the university at tilt 
•beginning of the semester in January, and 
W» friends were of the opinion that he 
would not again be back. He suddenly 
decided last week to return for another 
term at least, and his addition to the 
tracls squad is very Important. 
February 9 has now been set as the 
Cute of the flrst work on the cinder path, 
»n* trom that time until the intercollegi- 
ate meet with Stanford on April 19, the 
training season -will he on in full swing.

ability, of the entrance of a California 


I team in the Eastern Conference Meet, the 
i blue ribbon event of American track ath- 
letics, will act as an unusual stimulus to 
the athletes. Whether or not California 
will send a team East this summer de- 
pends only on the action of the commit- 
tee in charge of the event under the A. 
A. U. Manager Donald at Berkeley is 
now in communication with the Eastern 
authorities, and an early reply to his ap- 
plication for admittance is expected within 
a few days. It is thought that the ap- 
plication will be favorably received.

It looks very much as though the end 
of the California Kugby Union has been 
forecasted by the decision of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California to abide 
by its new athletic agreement with the 
University of California and play the 
latter institution at intercollegiate Bugby. 
Stanford has also agreed to play Ber- 
keley under a private lasreement, so 
that these two institutions are practic- 
ally ignoring the boycott 
levied upon 
Berkeley by the Union. 
Advices from the south show that the 
Slethodists are quite aware of the sit- 
uation In the north and that they re- 
gard the agreement with Berkeley as 
quite a feather in their cap and pro- 
pose to stick' with the blue and gold 
come what may. 
"When "Warren Bovard came -up from 
the south recently, he 
claimed 
that 
Stanford university snubbed 
him 
and 
that Berkeley was the only ono of the 
two big northern Institutions that was 
•trilling' to grant the University of South- 
ern California recognition which It de- 
manded. 
In consequence, the southerners will 
henceforth tell the Rugby Union to go to 
blazes and will help Berkeley break the 
boycott. 
All that now remains is for the differ- 
ent California colleges to draw lip Indi- 
vidual agreements with the University 
of California and the Rugby Union will 
vanish In a puff of mild, blue smoke.

ONLY FIGHT UNDER NEW RULES. 
John 
L. Sullivan 
fought 
but 
one 


battle for title under modern rules, and 
that was with Corbett, who gave him 
the most thorough trouncing he received 
during his whole fight career. John L. 
has not yet forgotten It. 


Jim Corbett fougnt Sullivan, Mitchell, 
Fitzsimmons, and Jefferies (twice) for the 
title, •« Inning twice and losing the others. 
His battle with Fitzsimmons and Jeffries 
(the 
first 
time) were his unfortunate 


ones, for he gave Bob the most drastic 
hiding he ever receH-ed, and It^was only 
the piwed gameness of the grand old 
man of pugilism and the forceful and In- 
sistent 
persuasion 
of his 
wife 
that 
brought about a turn In Fltzsimmona' 
ia.voi when he appeared near to defeat. 
Much has been said abour the solar 


plexus punch, an old one in pugilism, but 
while that punch brought a very sudden 
but effectual end to the battle, it was 
much like a chance blow. However, at 
the time it was delivered Corbett had 
fought himself to a point where nature 
was exhausted, and Fitzsimmons would 
have v,-on %vith any material punch Cor- 
hett's vitality had been overtaxed. 
TOO MANY ROUNDS FOR CORBETT. 
When Corbett and Jeffries met for the 
flrbt time, it was for twenty-five rounds, 
live more rounds than the customary limit 
of those days. The reason of this has 
never yet bee'n explained. 
If the flght 
had only gone the u-iual twenty rounds 
Corbett would easily hav e been the un- 
disputed winner, on pcints, but the dis- 
tance was a trifle too far, and neglected 
nature, from an athletic standpoint, could 
not stand the severe test of tne younger 
and more muscular Jeffries. It was not 
due 1o the significant pugilistic capacity 
of the brawny boilermaker that victory 
came in the twenty-third round. Corbett 
had gone past his tima of vigor and 
youthful stalwartlsm. 
The world's greatest fistic wonder, Bob 
Fitzsimmons, did not last long as heavy- 
weight champion, but too much could not 
be expected of him, for he was close to 
fair, fat, and 40 when he met Jeffries, 
and had acquired a not-to-be-denied con- 
vlvlalness, and lost the world's title. 
He 
was beaten, but there were many rea- 
sons, as yet untold, why Fitzsimmons 
was unable to uphold his reputation as 
a prize-ring phenomenon. 


Jeffries was entitles to but HtSe credit 
for his defeating the old man, fourteen 
years Ilia junioi and forty pounds lighter 
in weight. There were a few men, in- 
cluding: the middleweight champion, Kid 
McCoy, who could have beaten both Jeff 
and Fitzsimmons at that time. Tes, Mc- 
Coy could have performed just as com- 
plete, finished, and more noticeable beat- 
ing, on the old man that night than Jer- 
ries did. 
WHEN JEFFRIES MADE A MISTAKE. 
After Jeffries became champion his one 
noteworthy ring exploit was his 2S rounds 
effort with Jim Corbett. 
He certainly 
does not want a prize ring historian to 
dwell long on his contests 
with Hank 


Griffin, Gus Kuhlln, Jack Monroe, and 
his second meetings with 
Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons. These engagements 
will 
not stand acid testa, and to enter lnte> 
that Reno affair would provokei a nasty 
mess. 
Just at this time we will "pasa up" a 
history of Jeffries' 
professional career 
after he became champion. 
He had a 
staff of progressive managers that had 
something on even such a past master of 
"shrewd" business 
as Jack 
O'Brien. 
When Jeffries eliminated Billy Brady as 
a director of his business and lost the 
friendship of. Billy Delaney, he lost much. 
Tommy Burns, I presume, must be in- 


cluded among 
tho pas' 
heavyweight 
champions. Who gave him the title, the 
secret service men have never been ablo 
to discover. 
A generous press and the 
English 
sports accepted Burns as the 
champion after some of Jeffries' retinue 
were "Influenced" to get the big fellow 
to present the title to Tommy. 
Burns did very well In England after 
he handed Philadelphia Jack O'Brien that 
double-cross In Los Angeles. It was af- 
ter this. I believe, that his brother or 
some other relative hand him the world s 
crown, 
proclaiming him the champion, 
with the aid. encouragement and abttt- 
anca of Jim Jeffries & Co. 
CORBETT FIGURES VERY STRONGLY 
In the principal contests! of the Queons- 
berry rules champions. It must be con- 
ceded that Corbett figures' best of these 
heavyweights. 
And when we take 
In 
Gantleman JIm'p 
contests 
with 
Joe 


Choynakl, Jake Kllraln. Jim Hall, and 
Tctcr Jackson, all of whom were at their 
be«t when Corbett met them, the evi- 
dence Is presented that Corbett's record 
and ring achievements far surpass thovi 
of any of the other champion? 
H gainst 
heavyweights. "Why, Corbett's 61 rounds 
with F«tcr Jackson, and In which he 
really showed best, Kticks out In con- 
trast with any battle that any of the 
other champlona were principals In ft.nel 
In wlch Corbett wan not n, principal. 
M.any accepted Judges 
of fights 
and 
fighters agreo that the best battle that 
has been fought for 
tho 
heavyweight 
championship, under modern rules, 
was 
that between Jim Corbett and Bob Fltz- 
Blmmona. 
This tattle wan one that wan brought 


off after considerable trouble, 
and the 
principals had to travel to different parts 
of the country, mmmit 
lo iiiiiou 
o«iay. I 
while legal and legislative action made ItJ 
pos-ilbla for the fight to bo pullcel off. U 
was Intimated at the time that Corbett 
was.averse to meeting Fitzsimmons, but 
this version has 
long 
since been dis- 


proved. 
As Intimated, thin fight wan really the 
most Important of tho grand old man'3 
professional life. 
He won, and vvai de- 
serving of all the eulogv expressed and 
written about him, and while hli own 
grit and determination had much to do 
with his ultimate suoccsf. 
It 
was tho 
wholesome 
advlre, encouragement, 
and 
Insistent, 
-vociferous 
.itlmulDtlon 
from 
Mr« 
Kltailmmons (Ro'e Jullnn) 
that 
contributed more to making It poxillile 
for Bob to continue after tho fifth round 
and capture, the premiership of puglliim.

smashed Bob In the mouth. Fitz sent 
a straight 4for head, but missed, and 
Corbett rushed with a left and right to 
head. 
Then Corbett suddenly changed 
tectics and dealt several hard ones in 
quick succession, which almost doubled 
Bob, 
who countered 
lightly 
on body. 
Jim had by far the better of it, but Bob 
smiled confidently as the blows land-ed. 
When the round ended Corbett went to 
his corner smiling sarcastically at the 
seemingly easy task. 
He landed 
his 
blows with such ease that It looked as 
though tht> battle would be one sided. 


SILER PROVES STRICT REFEREE. 
Corbett opened the third round with a 
hard left to body, which seemed to hurt, 
as Fitz clinched Immediately -xnd held on 
for a time. George Siler. the referee, was 
strict in his enforcement of tho Queens- 
berry rules, which insured a clever and 
scientific fight. 
This round was 
also 
Corbett's, and he got home several stiff 
punches to body and jaw. and the only 
effective blow of Bob's In this round was 
a left hook to Jim's Jaw, which must 
have hurt. 


The fo-urth round was all Corbett's, 
and bets of $100 to $50 were offered on 
him at the close.

She said the Housekeepers' League has

Mrs. Derr,' recently con- 


ducted a campaign against the "high" 
price of eggrs in this city during which 
hundreds of thousands of dozens of stor- 
age eggs were disposed of by the league 
at twenty-four cents a doien.
